Berres Bows Out 


“The radio announcement was followed by the playing 
of solemn music.” 

If the newspaper story from Czechoslovakia, from which 
the quotation comes, had said that the orchestra played a 
funeral dirge it could not have been more eloquently appro- 
priate to the occasion. For the occasion was the “resigna- 
tion” of Eduard Benes. 

The President of the Czechs had stood it all about as 
leng as he could. He had seen the Russians move in by 
pre-arranged invitation from their Communist brethren, take 
ever control of the police and justice departments, usurp 
cabinet posts, and confirm their infilfration. by a rigged 
election in which there was no slate except Moscow's nom- 
inees. 

Finally, rather than sign a new constitution drawn up 
by the Communists, Benes stepped out. Jam Masaryk before 
him had stepped out, too. That fighter for democracy chose 
suicide. In both cases, the consequences for the Czech 
people and for the free world are the same—both leave the 
forces of freedom a little weaker for their departure. 

In all the sorry story, there may be one dubiously con- 
soling thought. Stalin’s methods are at least less violent 
than Hitler's would have been. Blood, and not solemn music, 
would have heralded the demise of a free nation: The 
= and not the pen, would have plowed Czechoslovakia 
under.

Three times in U. S. history 
presidents have gone into the 
White House with fewer popular 
votes than their opponents. 

The first was in 1824. Andrew 
Jackson won more electoral votes 
than John Quincy Adams. But 
he lacked a majority since there 
was a third candidate. In such 
cases the law requires that the 
House choose the winner by sim- 
ple majority, with each state cast- 
ing one vote. Adams was elect- 
ed, . 

The House once elected a pres- 
ident because the electoral vote 
Thomas Jefferson was 
chosen over Aaron Burr.
